IPPING vehicles are playing an important part in national economies 

both here and abroad. No other section of the road transport 

industry covers such a wide variety of operating conditions and types 
of vehicle. In some cases, the fleet is organized by experts who appreciate 
the tremendous problems involved. In other cases the work may be 
undertaken by a haulier—often at a cut rate—-whose haphazard approach 
to the job is only matched by his willingness to risk the use of unsuitable 
vehicles to reduce capital expenditure and increase payload. There are, 
too, the cases where established operators buy new vehicles with the 
intention of writing them off on one contract. 

Manufacturers of chassis, tipping gear and bodies appreciate the 
necessity to consider tippers as a single entity, the characteristics of which 
comply with the operator’s requirements. Features of each component 
assembly must accord with the characteristics of the others, and this 
condition can only be achieved by close liaison between manufacturers, 
suppliers and operators, and also by knowledgeable appraisal of the 
conditions of work, if the operator lacks experience of the traffic. Too 
often the different assemblies are mated without thought, or the advice 
of the specialized concern responsible for equipping the vehicle is over- 
ruled by the operator. 

Such is the demand for tipping gears that there is frequently a waiting 
list for some of the more popular models, and operators may insist on a 
lighter unit at the risk of failure at a critical moment in the act of tipping 
Occasionally a supplier will provide an operator with an unsuitable 
chassis, despite a ruling by its technicians that a prerequisite to any sale 
should be verification that the vehicle will be used for work it can safely 
undertake 

Equipping a vehicle without special regard to jndividual aspects of 
particular traffic conditions may be extremely wasteful in the long run, as 
well as hazardous. A substantial minority of hauliers daily risk the 
physical well-being of their drivers, as well as their own live'ihood, by 
refusal to face this truth. Expert advice is freely available and operators 
should exploit such advice to the full before approving a new combination 
of chassis, tipping gear and body for any operation which may stress 
parts to the limit. An increase in weight and cost will often be offset 
over a relatively short period by greater reliability, a higher safety 
factor, and a longer life for the vehicle 

It is no use blaming the manufacturer of any chassis or equipment 
because it fails when used for a more arduous job than was intended by 
that manufacturer.

Buckmaster’s Lose Appeal 


HE appeal lodged by Buckmaster 
Garages, Ltd., of Leighton Buzzard, 
against decisions of the East Midland 
Traffic Commissioners has been turned 
down by the Minister of Transport. 
The public inquiry, held last September, 
concerned three applications. In the first, 
the Traffic Commissioners had refused 
Buckmaster’s application for an express 
service between Aylesbury and Great Yar- 
mouth. In the second, they had refused 
to grant Buckmaster’s the destinations of 
Weymouth and Wareham and single fares 
as applied for when granting them a 
licence for an express service between Far 
Bletchley and Bournemouth. In the third 
application, United Counties Omnibus 
Co., Ltd., had been granted an express 
service between Aylesbury and Luton 
The Minister says the main point for 
decision in relation to the first and third 
appeals is whether express services con- 
necting Aylesbury and Leighton Buzzard 
with Great Yarmouth should be provided 
by Buckmaster’s or by United Counties 
Buckmaster’s offer the advantage of a 
through service, whereas passengers using 
the United Counties feeder service to 
Luton will have to change coaches there 
(except on such occasions as the vehicle 
used on the feeder service is also used 
for the onward service to Great Yar- 
mouth). 


Advantage Reduced 

Buck master’s also, unlike United Coun 
ties, offer a service from Bletchley, but 
this advantage is reduced by the fact that 
at the time of the hearings a reasonably 
direct railway service was available from 
Bletchley to Great Yarmouth. The United 
Counties feeder service. on the other 
hand, provides for travellers to destina- 
tions other than Great Yarmouth which 
can be reached by express service from 
Luton and for which there was some 
evidence of demand. It also provides a 
service to a number of points along its 
route. 

The Minister considers that, in the cir- 
cumstances, the relative claims of the

parties as existing operators must be 
decisive. Buckmaster’s provide no services 
in Aylesbury and their services from 
Leighton Buzzard are preponderantly for 
excursions and tours. United Counties, 
however, are the main providers of stage 
carriage services from both towns. 

As to the second appeal, the Minister 
agrees with the Commissioners that the 
evidence of demand was insufficient to 
justify extension beyond Bournemouth of 
the service granted to Buckmaster’s.

Government for 
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No New Legislation 
on Exhaust Fumes

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Lighting for 
Priority Vehicles 


HE carriage of distinctive lamps on 

certain emergency and priority 
vehicles is being considered by the 
Minister of Transport. Details are set 
out in the draft Road Vehicles Lighting 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1961, recently 
issued. 

It is proposed to permit the carriage of 
all-round flashing lamps on vehicles used 
for police, fire brigade, fire salvage, 
ambulance and road clearance purposes 
This arises partly from the need for 
such vehicles, when proceeding to an 
emergency, to be clearly distinguishable 
by other drivers. 

There is also the desirability of pro- 
viding a ready means of identifying these 
vehicles when they are either stationary 
or moving out of course in circumstances 
in which their presence would not 
normally be expected by other drivers. 
such as on motorways or other roads 
carrying fast-moving traffic. 

The Minister considers it important 
that the permissive use of such lamps 
should be limited to a comparatively 
small and well-defined range of vehicles 
in order both to confine it to cases where 
the need is clearly established and to 
place some limit on the number of such 
lamps which, if uncontrolled, would 
detract from their significance and be a 
possible source of confusion to drivers.

that this is a question that most coach men will 
have asked themselves, probably more than once, 
since the creation and particularly since the suc- 
cessful establishment of the commercial television 
network.

lowing screening; and it is anticipated that a major boost 
in business will result from the backing of the Press 
advertising campaign now in full swing. 

Over and above all, however, is the confidence Blue Cars 
have in the current state of business and its future trends. 
Mr. Fox is confident that the boom in Continental coach 
holidaying has by no means reached its peak. He points 
to the desire of more and more people annually to holiday 
abroad, and especially to the increasing traffic among young 
people, and there is no doubt that TV is a big seller in 
this category.

One guesses that the absence until now from the 
silver screen of operators large and small has been based 
more on personal instinct and penny-wiseness than on a deep 
analysis of the medium. Cursorily examined, its cost appears 
immediately far too high to counteract the appeal of pre- 
senting the product to a public larger and more diversified 
than can be reached so trenchantly by any other single 
means of advertising. Television’s complexity, its unpre- 
dictableness, and the difficulty of assessing the number of 
booked or inquiries made as a direct result of 
‘insertions are other prohibiting factors. A closer 
acquaintance with the medium might put these problems in 
a better perspective. It will certainly unearth aspects of 
TV which can give it a definite appeal to a particular 
industry not immediately evident.

Advertising Season 


This, one assumes, happened with Blue Cars. In com- 
mon with most Continental coach holiday concerns, they 
hold that their main advertising season is restricted to the 
Opening weeks of the year—from about Christmas up to 
the middle of February. It is essential that the maximum 
publicity drive should be concentrated into that relatively 
short period. It so happens, Blue Cars discovered, that 
this period is the slackest of the year in terms of major 
IV advertising campaigns. Not only can contractors 
offer a better selection of screening times than in the busier 
neriods but the actual terms offered are favourable, in that 
it this period advertising can be bought other than in 
terms of so many pounds for so many seconds or minutes 
it such-and-such a time. The establishment by Television 
Audience Measurement, Ltd., of reliable “ Tamratings ” 
covering all networks has led to the selling of space on 
the basis of a guaranteed number of viewers. 

The actual phrase used by Associated-Rediffusion for 
this system is “home impressions.” These are sold in 
millions, ranging in the case of A.-R. from two to 10 
million, and the system is basically straightforward so far 
is the advertiser is concerned. 

The advertiser purchases from 15 to 150 seconds of 
time and so many home impressions. A table on the 
rate-card indicates the cost-at-a-glance of every combination 
from, say, two million home impressions of a 15-second 
advertisement to 10 million impressions of a 24-minute 
* slot.” 

The advertiser supplies his films to the television com- 
pany, and sits back to await the build-up of his guaranteed 
number of home impressions. The showing times of the 
advertisement are entirely in the hands of the television 
-ompany. It may be shown at 7 o'clock in the evening, when 
viewing is perhaps poor, and achieve only X hundred- 
thousand impressions. Shown again at 9 p.m. it will 
achieve Y hundred-thousand. The showings continue, on 
a pattern convenient to the television company, until the 
guaranteed number of home impressions has been attained, 
when the contract expires. 
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There are two notable advantages in this method. One 
is that, if the television company likes the advertisement, it 
is liable to be shown at the most advantageous times. The 
other is that the “Tamratings” reports are produced weekly, 
after screening. Hence, an advertiser has the chance of 
getting considerably more home impressions than he has 
paid for. Naturally, the television company is obliged to 
ensure that he never gets less 

The 1961 Blue Cars campaign was undertaken on the 
basis of six million home impressions for each of three 
one-minute films, with the 15-minute culminating advertise- 
ment bought on a specific time basis. Mr 
that with one showing every evening, and sometimes two 
or three, it took something between six and eight days to 
build up the guaranteed figure of six million home impres- 
His overall estimate is that the one-minute films 
had about 25 million home impressions during the run from 
December 26 to January 18.

Type of Message 

These, however, are facts and figures of the enterprise 
having little bearing on its success or otherwise in terms of 
Twenty-five million wrong home impres- 
sions, however keenly priced or well timed, are unlikely 
to do much for any business, and certainly nothing for 
a relatively expensive luxury product. The economics of 
TV advertising, therefore, are bound up with the type of 
message which the sponsor wishes to put across, and the 
success with which he can do so. In this respect Blue 
Cars made what may be regarded as a bold decision in 
terms of the 1961 campaign. They agreed to make no 
attempt to put over a “ hard sell” in the one-minute films 
It was decided that the object of these would be to catch 
and hold the attention of the viewer, to amuse or entertain 
him by the strength of the film action alone, and to present 
Blue Cars simply as a name, with no detailed reference 
to the concern’s product, The “hard sell” was reserved 
for the 15-minute culminating advertisement, and for the 
wide backing supplied by normal national Sunday news- 
paper, national magazine and local newspaper advertising, 
directly and through agents 

“We hoped,” said Mr, Fox, “simply to imprint the 
name Blue Cars in such a way that, if someone were think- 
ing of having a Continental holiday, they would make a 
first inquiry with us, or if they saw one of our printed 
advertisements the name-association would prompt a 
specific inquiry either then or at some later time.” 

To achieve this required an idea packing a very hefty 
punch if it were to knock down the resistance of the general 
TV audience to receiving the ads in a state of coma or of 
irritation.

Actor’s Part 


This problem was put to the actor Mr. Nicholas Parsons, 
who had featured in the Blue Cars 1960 campaign, and 
there is little doubt that the one chosen, and executed 
through him, must to a very large degree be responsible 
for the success of the campaign in at least its television 
form 

Most readers residing within range of the Associated- 
Rediffusion programmes will be familiar with the three one- 
minute films. Each featured a short, somewhat frenzied 
dramatic plot, the themes being a pair of Martians examin- 
ing the earth and discovering Blue Cars tours; a Germanic 
spy-sketch in which the secret plans were a Blue Cars 
brochure; and an emotional French balcony suicide scene 
in which Blue Cars came to the rescue. Mr. Parsons and 
his wife, Denise Bryer, were the actors in each case, and 
in none of the films was there an intelligible word of 
dialogue. A form of what Mr. Parsons calls “ musical 
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gibberish ” was used to build up the visual situation and 
create a locational impression. The only “sell” came in 
the printed sub-titles or captions, sparingly used to 
elucidate the plot and finally to introduce Blue Cars as 
“a happy ending” in each case. 

Mr. Parsons produced the films, which were directed 
by Mr. J. Anderson and made by A.P. Films, Ltd., of 
Slough. Film material of Continental locations and 
holiday tours used in the 15-minute direct selling advertise- 
ment were taken by Mr. Fox and Mr. Parsons during the 
previous summer, in the course of preparing a 15-minute 
colour film for the use of agents. 

The impact of the one-minute slots both on the 
general mass of commercial television viewers, and on 
what the critics call “ discerning viewers,” was considerable. 
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The type of treatment used is believed to be unique in 
British commercials, and as a result the advertisements have 
won considerable acclaim in the advertising and television 
trade spheres—have, indeed, gone to France and Ameriea 
as an example of the best in British commercials. While 
Mr. Fox admits that the reaction of a few people was 
that if Blue Cars continued to pour out money on this 
kind of thing they would soon be out of business, he 
believes that the general reaction was extremely favourable. 

Favourable in terms of selling coach holidays? Early 
reactions, as has been stated, indicate yes. The end of the 
1961 season will provide a better picture. Blue Cars, 
however, are confident they can see it already: plans are 
provisionally laid to standardize TV as their dominant 
advertising medium.

Danger 


Signals 
A LETTER appeared recently in one of the Sunday 
papers concerning a night drive up M1 in which 

the writer says: “Of 75 lorries overtaken on a 40-mile 
stretch, 39 were inadequately lit, bearing in mind the speed 
at which overtaking often takes place on these new high- 
ways.” The writer finished off thus: “ Strangely, lorry rear 
lights are usually smaller in diameter than those of private 
cars. Number plates are invariably ill-lit and illegible.” 

In The Times a few days later I read the following: 
“ Professor E. G. Cullick, of the Department of Electrical 
Engineering, Queen’s College, Dundee, writes to draw-atten- 
tion to what he considers to be the inadequate rear lights 
displayed by many lorries. He points out that although 
they may conform with the legal requirements, many such 
vehicles are particularly difficult to see in the dark, as 
their rear surfaces are often almost wholly absorbent of 
light. Not infrequently reflectors and rear lights are 
obscured by dirt because they are low down on the vehicle. 
Professor Cullick is of opinion that lorries should be 
required to carry lights cn two levels, possibly with a 
specified colour code, and that parking of such vehicles on 
the highway during the hours when lights are required 
should not be permitted. . . . The question of traffic signals 
on lorries is also deserving of attention. Hand signals are 
extremely difficult to see from the rear of some of the larger 
vehicles and it will probably be surprising to many that it 
is not compulsory for these to be fitted with any form of 
electric signalling device. (This applies also to private 
cars.) The question of specifying such equipment which 
would be internationally acceptable and required by law 
has been receiving consideration for some time.” 

What can be done to ensure greater safety and at the

same time to safeguard the good relations of commercial 
operators with the general public? There are all sorts of 
reasons for these night accidents, but three particular points 
seem to emerge: Rear lamps and reflectors obscured by the 
filth of a long wet-weather haul; electrical failure; optical 
illusion. Concerning the first point, periodic cleaning could 
reduce the risk. Electrical failure of rear lights needs to be 
signalled to a driver in the cab the moment it happens. 
This should not be terribly difficult or expensive to incor- 
porate in the electrical system of modern vehicles of all 
types. 

The safety of road users in general, and of our staff in 
particular, is vital. In collaboration with vehicle designers 
and accessories suppliers, cannot we take the initiative?

Illuminated Bus 
Advertisements 


I WONDER how many other readers share my surprise 
and concern at the news that buses are to be fitted with 
illuminated advertisement panels on the offside. 

Over the years many members have consulted me on the 
question of illuminated advertisements on lorries and vans. 
There are no specific regulations but I have always 
suggested that there are two aspects which need the most 
careful consideration. As advertisements are intended to 
draw attention it follows that they may distract the attention 
of other drivers, cyclists or pedestrians, with the possibility 
of resultant accident. An intensely lighted or motivated 
advertisement could soon make a vehicle “ liable to be the 
cause of injury to other people on the road.” Morally so, 
if not legally, under the strict interpretation of the Con- 
struction and Use Regulations. 

There is the second and serious question of potential 
liability if death or injury is caused to other people. It is 
all a question of degree but surely illuminated or motivated 
advertisements are potentially as dangerous, or even more 
so, than the bonnet mascots which have already attracted 
the attention of the courts. No one, least of all one in my 
position, likes to ask for more regulations but I feel that 
many will share my view that the sooner the question of 
advertisements on highways and vehicles is dealt with, the 
better.

Movement of Goods at Leith 
Docks Depends on Road Trans- 


port. Almost All 


Hold-ups 


Have Been Eliminated 


NLIKE most ports, the movement 

of goods into and out of Leith 
Docks depends mainly on road trans- 
port, 80 per cent. of the trade being 
carried by independent hauliers and 
British Road Services. Rail movement 
declined with the slump in exports 
from the Lothians coalfield, and is 
mainly confined to the carriage of coal 
and scrap. 

Situated in the sheltered estuary of 
the Firth of Forth, the port consists 
of an outer and inner harbour, six 
enclosed docks, six dry-docks and a 
new Western Harbour of 203 acres, 
which is now in course of develop- 
ment. Under Parliamentary powers 
granted in 1959, the Dock Commission 
are steadily reclaiming 50 acres of 
land from the sea, in this area for 
industrial use. 

Close inter-working has developed 
between road and sea transport, and 


regular sailings and arrivals by many 
of the shipping lines using the port 
helps traffic flow, almost eliminating 
the normal delays associated with port 
working. 

The Dock Commission have 
‘ecently granted sites in the Western 
Harbour area to certain hauliers, with 
permission to build for garage and 
storage purposes. They have further 
encouraged road transport by improv- 
ing access to the quays and general 
dock area by removing capstans and 
other obstacles. Peter Saddler and 
Co., Ltd., of Leith, master stevedores, 
general warehousekeepers and cement 
distributors, and their subsidiary haul- 
age companies, in association with 
G. A. Morrison and Co. (Leith), Ltd., 


customs clearance, shipping and 
forwarding agents, provide a complete 
service for importers and exporters 
through the port.

25 vehicles of 8 tons and upwards, they 
provide daily services to Edinburgh, 
Glasgow and the West; Edinburgh to 
Fife; and Edinburgh to Dundee. Trunk 
services Operate from Edinburgh and 
Glasgow to Liverpool, Manchester and 
Birmingham. There are depots at Glas- 
gow and Liverpool. 

In addition, local services are run 
to Edinburgh in conjunction with 
another associated company, Wm. 
Swan (Contractors), Ltd., who have 12 
vehicles including tippers, on this work. 
The main fleet is made up of modern 
vehicles, mostly of Albion, E.R.F. and 
Foden make, and operate from Tower 
Street, Leith. 

Started by the late Peter Saddler, 
a native of Leith, during the first world 
war, the company grew with the port. 
Horse-drawn vehicles were originally 
used for the dock traffic, but it was not 
long before stevedoring was added to 
the service provided and they pur- 
chased their first motor vehicle, a 
chain-driven Albion.

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By 1939, 24 motor vehicles were in 
operation in addition to _ horses. 
Although the horses have long since 
disappeared, the premises at Con- 
stitution Street, where they were 
originally stabled, are still used by 
Saddlers 

The company was acquired by the 
present chairman and managing direc- 
tor, Mr. G. D. Dow, in 1945, but 
the transport side was nationalized in 
1949. When they came back into 
naulage in 1954, it was thought prudent 
to operate the transport as a separ- 
ate undertaking and Saddlers Trans- 
port, Ltd., was formed. 

One of the main traffics with which 
Saddlers are connected, as agents for 
the Tunnel Portland Cement Co., Ltd., 
is imported cement. A_ 1,000-ton 
cement silo has been built at the north- 
east end of Edinburgh Dock, to 
accommodate bulk cargoes, and the 
cement arrives in 700-ton shipments. 


Grain in Bulk 

With the increasing importance of 
Leith as a grain discharging port, it is 
worthy of note that the Commis- 
sioner’s special equipment for the 
handling of bulk grain includes two 
warehouses situated at the Imperial 
and Edinburgh Docks which are cap- 
able of storing 5i,000 tons. Grain 
discharge is effected by suction plant 
and it is then transported by belt con- 
veyor to the modern elevators and 
warehouses, the plant at the Imperial 
Dock being able to discharge 360 tons 
of grain per vessel per hour, all auto- 
matically weighed. The silos are 
equipped with temperature recording 
apparatus, which shows the grain 
temperature at any depth in the stor- 
age bins and enables a “ hot-spot ” to 
be detected and dealt with. 

As the occasion demands, transit 
sheds with Stelcon unit supports are 
used as bulk storage when the ware- 
houses are filled to capacity and this 
gives the port, including the 
Rank’s mill at the Western Harbour, 
a total storage capacity of over 80,000 
tons. 


Haulage of Grain 

Russell of Bathgate, Ltd. are 
responsible for a large amount of 
grain haulage, and other well-known 
Scottish hauliers who carry consider- 
able amounts of the dock traffic 
include J. and A. Smith of Madiston, 
Ltd., and Wm. Dobson (Edinburgh), 
Ltd. 

One of the most important projects 
within the docks was the construction 
in 1957 of a fertilizer factory by 
Scottish Agricultural Industries, Ltd., 
on the reclaimed ground north of the 
Edinburgh Dock. Raw materials are 
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An Albion of Forth Haulage Co., Ltd., leaving the docks with a load of timber 


discharged at the Imperial Dock by 
7}-ton grabbing cranes and trans- 
ferred by conveyor direct to the 
factory. This traffic in the past 
year has shown an_ encouraging 
increase. A few months ago, Fisons 
Fertilizers, Ltd., leased ground at the 
Imperial Dock for the construction of 
a store, which will become the main 
distribution depot in Scotland for their 
products. 

The whole dock area is liberally 
equipped with cranes, ranging from 
14-tons to 120-tons capacity, and in 
many cases discharging and loading 
is direct to and from road vehicles. 
All berths have shed accommodation 
and are road and rail connected, being 
equipped with electric trolleys, fork- 
lift trucks, and mobile cranes. 

Between 1956 and 1959, imports of 
flour, grain and meal rose from 
358,560 tons to 537,959 tons; fertilizers 
from 60,730 tons to 183,446 tons; and 


timber from 51,284 tons to 68,575 tons. 
During the same period, the principal 
export of coal cargoes dropped from 
272,368 tons to 34,806 tons, and 
bunker coal from 54,885 tons to 
18,965 tons. Coal exports about 
doubled the 1959 figure in 1960, but 
bunkers showed a further decline. At 
one time 14m. ton of cargo coal was 
exported from Leith in a single year, 
and over 400,000 tons of bunker 
coal. 

One drawback road hauliers have to 
face in carrying out of Leith, which is 
not shared by rail, is the lack of an 
adequate road bridge across the Forth 
Estuary at Queensferry. At present it 
involves either long delays at the con- 
gested ferry crossing or an expensive 
diversion by Kincardine bridge, for all 
north-bound traffic.

criticism can be directed not only to the structures 
they put up but also to the services they employ. On site 
they are well aware of the problem. They go out of their 
way to show most of their activities in a favourable light 
and to channel public interest in the right direction. A 
common feature of building sites in large towns is an 
explanatory kiosk, with diagrams and even scale models 
The provision of an observation platform is now almost 
taken for granted. 

The contractors must stretch their imagination still 
farther. Where they are engaged on a large-scale under- 
taking, they must appreciate that the task of bringing the 
necessary materials to the spot presents a major public rela- 
tions problem in that it involves thousands of vehicle 
journeys over a route through districts that may not be 
accustomed to such heavy traffic. The hostility of the local 
inhabitants is guaranteed, and every possible step should 
be taken to allay it. 

Undoubtedly, consternation and anger were the reaction 
of the people of Newport, Monmouthshire, when work 
began on the Spencer steelworks project at Llanwern. The 
flood of shale-carrying tipping vehicles that poured into 
Newport and jostled each other over the one available 
bridge must have seemed like an invasion from another 
planet, or at least from another continent. So far as | 
am aware, the main contractors, Sir Robert McAlpine and 
Sons, Ltd., did not anticipate the vigour and the volume 
of the complaints, which certainly drowned any belated 
attempts at apology or explanation. 


A STRANGE obtuseness seems to prevent building and 


Tue Llanwern affair has spread to the national Press and 
to Parliament, reflecting little credit on the people con- 
cerned. The Minister of Transport, Mr. Ernest Marples, 
under the stimulus of a question in the House of Commons, 
has reported that there have been 980 accidents involving 
shale lorries since work started on a large scale in January, 
1960. In 750 of the accidents no one was injured; but the 
Minister had to announce with regret that 18 people were 
killed and 280 injured through the remaining 230 accidents. 

Mr. Marples himself referred to “this immense road 
transport operation,” and the contractors subsequently have 
also thought it advisable to match the casualty figures to 
the scale of the mileage covered by the vehicles. The 
injury rate was one in about 150,000 miles and the death 
rate one in about 2,500,000 miles. I do not know by what 
standard these figures should be evaluated, but it may be 
worth noting that if all the fatal road accidents in 1959 
were attributed to goods vehicles, the mileage per death 
would still be in excess of 2,500,000. 

Whatever the basis of comparison, it is hardly likely that 
the people of Newport are satisfied. They may well regard 
the deaths on the Llanwern run as analogous to the human 
sacrifices said to be sealed up in the Great Wall of China. 
For the main complaint about the operation has been, not 
so much that the vehicles passed through Newport—this 
must be regarded as inevitable—but that so many of them 
were driven without sufficient regard to road safety. 

Reports in the Press, and on radio and television, have 
referred time and again to cases where speed limits and 
the legal limitations on drivers’ hours have been ignored 
in an endeavour to cram as many loaded trips into the 
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working day as possible. The other side of the picture 
from hauliers. They maintain that many of the 
vehicles have been operating without a proper licence, some 
indeed with no licence at all, that the low rates have com-

pelled drivers to work long hours in order to survive, and 


that inevitably the vehicles have had to be neglected 

In a letter last autumn to Mr. Harold Finch, M.P. for 
Bedwelty, the Minister was reassuring. There had been 
difficulties, but he did not think them untoward. 
Spot checks on drivers’ records had not any 
material offences. Orders had been issued prohibiting the 
further use of some of the vehicles until repairs had been 
carried out.

In IS difficult to discount all the reports on the other 
side. The contractors do not give the impression that they 
have investigated the problem on the spot or that they have 
had it firmly before them from the beginning. What is 
just as important from the point of view of good relations 
is that so many people disagree with the 
opinion. It is as well that the lesson of Llanwern should 
be learned for future reference. 

There are other great public works now in process or 
soon to be launched. It would be a pity if the sorry story 
of Llanwern were to begin all over again. It would be 
even more regrettable if a controversy about road safety 
came to be attached, for example, to the building of part 
of a new motorway 

Contractors should give serious attention to the point 

hey must get used to the idea that they can give offence to 
the public at places many miles away from the site where 
their equipment is actually at work. As is so often the 
case where transport is concerned, they may well begin 
their investigation of the problem by examining the rates 
they pay. There ought to be keen competition, but 
uneconomic rates defeat their own object. They discourage 
the established haulier, with a reputation and business to 
lose, and leave the way clear for the man without a licence, 
prepared to break the law and to run his vehicle almost to 
the point where it falls to pieces.

An INTERESTING experiment is being made by 
hauliers in the North West in preparation for the con- 
struction of new stretches of motorway in that part of the 
country. Through the Road Haulage Association they are 
forming what is in effect a pool of tipping vehicles and 
propose to offer it to the contractor with an assurance that 


his transport requirements will be met. Presumably he 
will be asked in exchange to pay fair and reasonable rates. 

There is no reason for him to feel that the hauliers are 
ganging up against him and before he turns the proposal 
down out of hand he might well consider the advantages. 
Local operators, as distinct from strangers and the type 
of haulier sometimes stigmatized as a gipsy, have the best 
of reasons for keeping on good terms with the local 
community. In looking after their own public relations, 
they would also be protecting the good name of the con- 
tractor.

Limitation of payload by law to comply with the chassis 
manufacturers’ ratings can be expected largely to obviate 
overloading as a necessary feature of normal operations 
in a competitive market, and it would then be possible to 
use lighter trpping gears with adequate capacities. 

Commenting on the need for a stiff structure, an 
executive of Pilot Works, Ltd., Manchester Road, Bolton, 
Lancs, stated that until chassis manufacturers can see their 
way to producing deeper frames specially for extra long- 
wheelbase tippers, together with suitable reinforcing angles 
at the appropriate points, the company will cogtinue 
seriously to recommend all users of long-wheelbase tippers 
to consider the benefits of having a sub-frame fitted to their 
chassis. 

Dangerous Practice 

Fitting tipping gear for arduous site work on to a chassis 
other than a model designed by the manufacturers for 
tipping work is regarded as a highly dangerous practice by 
Welford Engineering (Oldbury), Ltd., Hainge Road, 
Tividale, Tipton, Staffs. It is pointed out that distributors 
of well-known makes of chassis frequently condone the use 
of a chassis intended by the manufacturers for haulage 
Operations on normal roads, despite the advice given by 
the makers, and the warning is given that applications 
should be restricted to special tipping chassis. 

Akin to this practice is the use of a long-wheelbase 
vehicle as a tipper against the advice of the vehicle maker. 
Employing unsuitable chassis and tipping gear is normally 
demanded by the operator on the score of reduced weight 
(and higher payload), or because of the lower cost.

Vehicle Characteristics 


—SAYS COMMERCIAL DIRECTOR OF 
162-STRONG HOVERINGHAM FLEET 


PERATORS of all types of heavier vehicles through- 
out the country will appreciate the view of Mr. W. J. 
of Hoveringham 


Sheppard, commercial director 
Gravels, Ltd., Hoveringham, Nottingham, that “ existing 
legislation regarding maximum gross loads enforces the 
use of lighter vehicles for work that could be more effi- 
ciently performed by lorries of more robust construction.” 
Elaborating the theme, Mr. Shepyard claims that this 
represents a payload penalty of around 14-2 tons in the 
case of a maximum-load four-wheeler, if the most suitable 
type is employed for the transport of sand and gravel. 

Mr. Sheppard believes that, in the main, operators and 
vehicie manufacturers mutually agree there is need to match 
rated payload to the characteristics of the chassis and run- 
ning gear to give the heavier vehicle an appropriate advan- 
tage. He makes the plea that this weight of opinion should 
be recdgnized in practical form by the Minister of 
Transport. 


Complicated Problems 

Organization and maintenance of 162 vehicles in the 
Hoveringham fleet are complicated by the necessity to 
distribute the lorries according to variations in need between 
the 18 quarries operated by the parent company, who con- 
trol six subsidiary concerns and four associated companies. 
The fleet consists of 39 eight-wheelers and nine articulated 
outfits of Foden manufacture, and 10 rigid Albion six- 
wheelers. The remaining 104 vehicles are all four-wheelers, 
comprising 37 Bedfords, 27 Albions, 17 Fodens, 12 Commers 
and I! Thames Traders. The smaller vehicles include a

are sub-standard with regard to mechanical condition, com- 
pared with the high standard of the original fleet. 

Fifty Leyland Comet CS3.2R four-wheelers will shortly 
be supplied by Ford and Slater, Ltd., Leicester, on a hire- 
user basis over a period of 18 months, which will be used 
partly to replace existing vehicles and partly to augment 
the total.

Newark, Nottingham and Colwick in the Trent Valley 
district (in addition to Hoveringham), Brandesburton in 
East Yorkshire, Finningley, near Doncaster, Lound, near 
East Retford, Chorley and Wigan in Lancashire, and 
Welford near Rugby 

In the southern region the group operates quarries at 
Tillingham in Essex, Rainham in Essex, Kintbury, near 
Newbury, Stanton Harcourt, near Oxford, Emberton in the 
Newport Pagnell area, Bourton on the Water and Chadling- 
ton, near Stow-on-the-Wold, as well as Wyboston. A traffic 
manager controls fleet operations regionally in both cases. 

On average, about five per cent. of the distance covered 
represents site work, the most severe conditions being found 
on road-building areas. Vehicle operations vary from 
round trips up to 80 miles and short-distance deliveries 
within a radius of five miles. A substantial proportion of 
the traffic takes the form of 
runs between processing plants 
at the quarries and pre-mixed 
concrete plants, whilst the 
remainder normally comprises 
the transport of loads to road- 
building and erection _ sites. 
When engaged in inter-plant 
runs, the vehicles are loaded and 
unloaded on level ground and 
no undue stresses are imposed 
on the vehicle chassis or tipping 
gear, a qualifying factor being 
the free-running property of the 
material. 

When vehicles are feeding a 
road building site, the drivers 
are given strict instructions not 
to discharge the load unless the 
surface is level. The only 
accidents that have occurred 
have been the result of ground 
subsidence during the tipping 
operation. 

A large variety of earth- 
moving equipment is employed 
at the quarries to feed the pro- 
cessing plants and to load 
vehicles; these include a number 
of Foden four-wheeled road 
vehicles specially converted 
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(Below) Hoveringham oper- 
ate nine Foden articulated 
outfits — “an enterprising 
conversion of vehicles that 
were originally too heavy 
to provide an economical 
payload for their rated 
capacity.” 
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in the Hoveringham workshops to operate as dumpers. 

Maintenance and running repair schedules are prepared 
by the technical staff at Hoveringham and most of the 
major overhauls are performed in workshops on the 
Hoveringham premises, which are separate from those used 
for servicing repairs to static and mobile plant. 

In addition to the workshops, there are well-equipped 
stores, a bodybuilding shop, a machine shop, which is 
nearing completion, an injection-system department, a tyre 
shop and a greasing bay. Routine servicing and some 
major overhauls are undertaken in repair depots at the 
quarries, 

Power units of the Foden vehicles include Gardner 6LW 
and SLW oil engines, and Foden Mk. 2 and Mk. 3 two- 
stroke units. Major overhauls are normally carried out 


after the vehicle has completed some 180,000 miles, and it 


is noteworthy that in a typical case the crankshaft journal 
wear of a two-stroke engine does not exceed 0.0005 in. 
In the case of an eight-wheeler, the Gardner 6LW unit has 
a minimum fuel consumption of about 12 m.p.g., whilst a 
Mk. 2 two-stroke gives a minimum of about 11 m.p.g. The 
relative lightness of the two-stroke is considered to be a 
favourable factor. 


One Lubricant 

Eight-wheelers are equipped with the Foden 12-speed 
overdrive gearbox, which has highly favourable wearing 
characteristics and affords particular advantages for 
arduous site operations. Although not specifically recom- 
mended by the Foden company, the gearbox is filled with 
four gallons of lubricant instead of the specified 24 gallons. 
Sump oil is changed in this case at 4,000-mile intervals, 
whereas changes are made after 2,000 miles in the case of 
the Commer and Bedford engines, because of their reduced 
sump capacity. 

An interesting practice is the use of Mobiloil Delvac 
Supplement | 10W/30 engine lubricating oil for all types 
of power unit. Experience has shown that this lubricant 
is suitable for universal application. The use of a single 
grade simplifies stock control, reduces storage space and 
obviates the selection of an incorrect grade when a sump 
is refilled or replenished. 

Standardization of lubricant is also applied to the two-pit 
greasing bay, where the use of three grades of lubricant 
covers the transmission requirements of all the vehicles 
serviced. A sunken workshop connecting the two pits is 
extended into the open at one end, The bay can accom- 
modate two eight-wheelers, and 19-20 vehicles are serviced 
nightly by two fitters. Apart from four  corner- 
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Increased payload, obviation of corrosion 

and, above all, robust construction, are the 

favourable features of Hoveringham’s 
Neville-bodied Fodens. 


mounted Tecalemit grease pumps and 
hose reels, all the equipment is of Weaver 
manufacture and includes two Drain-O- 
Matic oil dispensers. Used oil is fed to 
tanks mounted outside the building. 
Worm-type back axles have been lubri- 
cated with Mobiloil Sovac 17 oil for the 
past nine years, and during this time no 
axle has failed in service. Other types of 
final drive are lubricated with Mobiloil 
GX.90 hypoid oil, and a Grade 140 
straight mineral oil is used in gearboxes. 
Hub bearings are filled with Mobiloil M.P. 
lithium-based grease. 
The strict enforcement of regulations 
by local councils relating to spillage on 
road surfaces has necessitated a special study of this prob- 
lem and has resulted in the application of scow-ended tip- 
ping bodies to some of the Foden rigid vehicles. These are 
Neville sectioned-type U-shaped bodies of bolted construc 
tion having a capacity of 13 cu. yd., which are operated 
by Pilot twin-ram triple-telescopic under-body. lifting gear. 
giving an angle of tip of 55 deg. 

The robust construction of these bodies is regarded as a 
particularly favourable feature, and their obviates 
corrosion problems as well as increasing the payload 
Compared with a timber body of an eight-wheeler, the 
weight saving is 10 cwt., whereas in comparison to a steel 
body the saving is 8 cwt. 

Only modification to the Neville standard body assembly 
on eight-wheeled Fodens is the use of steel mounting frame 
runners in place of the light-alloy type, the frame being 
supplied by the Foden company. With this combination, 
fractures of sub-frames have been completely eliminated. 
Company technicians consider that a rigid mounting frame 
structure is essential to the avoidance of distortion and 
favour steel members. 

Many of the Foden vehicles are fitted with plastics 
cabs, which afford an appreciable saving in weight and are 
also relatively easy to repair. The front bumpers are again 
of plastics material and were originally located flush with 
the body panels. However, this allowed severe bump stresses 
to be transmitted to the cab structure, and the bumpers 
were later mounted on brackets below cab level to obviate 
damage from this cause. 

The nine Foden articulated outfits represent an enter- 
prising conversion of vehicles that were originally too

heavy to provide an economical payload for 
their rated capacity. These are equipped with 
Gardner 5LW engines. After conversion in the 
workshops by reducing the wheelbase and 
fitting a Davis fifth-wheel coupling, the vehicles 
are used in conjunction with York trailers 
equipped with alloy bodies and steel sub-frames 
both of which are manufactured by the Pilot 
company, the additional payload being about 
3 tons. With this payload advantage, the engine 
is slightly underpowered and experiments are 
being made with turbocharging to raise the 
output le. 

It is of special interest that keeping the at 
vehicles in service may well depend upon the 
success of these experiments, which involve the use of a 
Simms turbocharger. This is mounted on the gearbox 
behind the cab, which necessitates a relatively long pipe 
connection to the inlet manifold. Bench-test results indicate 
that an output increase from 94 b.h.p. at 1,700 r.p.m. to 
127 b.h.p. at the same speed can be expected. The long 
intake pipe appears to offer no disadvantages. 

Tractors of the articulated outfits are also employed to 
haul trailers of the flat-platform and low-loading types, the 
latter being Dyson 30-ton units. Operation of the turbo- 
charged engines will, therefore, cover a wide variety of 
running conditions 


Body Modifications 


Steel bodies fitted to the four-wheelers have been modi- 
fied to give reduced length and an increased height, the 
object of the modifications being to vary weight distribution 
and obviate the risk of loading the rear axle above the 
regulation 9 tons. When standard bodies were used, it 
was necessary to check the load on the rear axle as well as 
the weight of the complete vehicle before a delivery run, and 
in a typical case part of the load had to be removed to 
reduce the weight on the back axle despite an acceptable 
total. 

Some of the heavier vehicles are equipped with Homalloy 
light-alloy bodies constructed of tongued-and-grooved 
sections, and these are fitted with }-in. special light-alloy 
floors. Outrigged under-body rams of Pilot manufacture 
are employed, whilst the timber bodies of the Commer 
chassis are equipped with Telehoist underbody SL7 single- 
ram tipping gears. The Bedfords have steel bodies and 
Autolift front-of-body rams. About 50 per cent. of all the 
bodies used are U-shaped. 

Employing Commer lorries equipped with two-stroke 
engines represents an experiment with lightweight vehicles, 
due for replacement after about two years, to test the 
economies of such a policy. So far, the maximum mileage 
covered by one of these vehicles is about 20,000, and 
wearing properties cannot be compared with those of other 
makes. The power units show no signs of undue wear 
and operate economically. Timber bodies are fitted 
because of the contemplated limitation of overall life. 

Strict attention is given to tyre maintenance, which is 
the sole responsibility of a specialist fitter. Michelin tyres 
are used throughout the fleet, the original Michelin 
Metallic type now being superseded by Michelin X and 
XY type covers. Ejight-wheelers in current service are 
equipped with Michelin Metallic D.20Y tyres, which are 
dimensionally equivalent to the 10.00-20 tyre and replace 
the standard size of 9.00-20. This “ over-tyring ” may, it 
is considered, partly explain the very favourable mileages 
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obtained. On average, this exceeds 50,000 miles, compared 
with 40,000 in the case of a four-wheeler and an articulated 
outfit mileage of 60,000. 

The company have maintained comprehensive tyre 
records since standardization on Michelin tyres nearly five 
years ago and have proved that their eight-wheeler tyre 
cost is less than 1.8d. per vehicle mile. This figure takes 
into account the use of remoulded covers. Some Michelin 
D.20Y covers have been remoulded four times. 

Although tyre pressures are checked this is a precaution- 
ary measure only, loss of pressure being very unusual over 
a period of 12 months as the tyres are equipped with 
Michelin Airstop tubes. 

Tyre maintenance is supervised at all quarries by 
Michelin service personnel. The X tyres are preferred to 
Michelin Metallics because they afford a better ride, parti- 
cularly when the vehicle is unladen. Any trouble previously 
experienced in the form of “ gravel rash,” caused by small 
gravel particles penetrating to the bead area through the 
valve slot, has now been eliminated by fitting a suitably 
shaped plate over the slot. 


Converted to Dumpers 
Conversion of five Foden four-wheelers equipped with 
Gardner 5LW engines for operation as dumpers included 
equipping the vehicles with a special dumper cab, front 
bumper, rear wheels and air cleaner and a dumper body 


supplied by the Pilot company. Detailed features of the 
equipment include Aeon rubber-spring check buffers 
mounted on brackets in line with the main frame members, 
which relieve the tipping gear of shock stresses. The Pilot 
twin-ram underbody U.3 lifting gear gives an angle of tip 
of 50 deg. 

Details of garage equipment include a 40-gal. cleaning 
tank equipped with an electrically driven suds pump to 
supply high-pressure jets arranged along the sides of the 
tank, Fletcher Miller Gensol No. 10 cleaning fluid being 
employed. This equipment is used in conjunction with a 
Wickham steam cleaner. 

Designed by the garage foreman and constructed in the 
workshops, an hydraulically operated press is built of 
standard lifting gear parts and has a useful capacity of 
50 tons The injector department is equipped with a 
Merlin pump analyser and injector spray tester. 

Many drivers have upwards of 15 years’ service to their 
credit, and it is symptomatic of the management's 
encouragement of responsibility and initiative that several 
drivers have graduated to higher positions in the organiza- 
tion. A driver bonus scheme based on the gross earnings 
of the vehicle is designed to promote keenness in the 


reduction of loading and turn-round times.

OLLOWING devélopment work in 

conjunction with All Wheel Drive, 
Ltd.. Camberley, the Ford Motor Co., 
Ltd., have announced that Goodyear

disappointed. Investigation into the question of tyre 
equipment for normal tipping vehicles reveals one concrete 
point only—there is no magic formula that can be applied 
by an operator in order to obtain the ideal tyre for his own 
particular conditions, 

The large number of different types of tyre on the British 
market—different in respect of construction, tread pattern 
and miaterial—presents a confusing picture, and the 
undoubted loyalty of tyre salesmen to their own particular 
products does little to clarify the picture. With regard to 
cords alone convincing arguments are raised by protagonists 
of rayon, nylon and steel, arguments which each advocate 
strengthens by “ proof” of the comparative inadequacy of 
the other two competitive materials. 

Undoubtedly, an operator’s previous experiences are his 
best guide as to which tyres to go for and which to avoid, 
but this advice is not much help to the newcomer into this 
field, who, unless he is lucky, may find the price of gaining 
such experience high. I am not decrying the efforts of sales- 
men and technicians: the trouble is that hardly any two 
tipper Operators can be expected to be working under 
identical conditions, and therefore tyre-company represen- 
tatives—whilst they accumulate a vast fund of knowledge 
—invariably find that each new assignment presents its own 
different sort of problens.

Compromises Necessary 

Naturally, because of the diversity of such problems, 
there cannot possibly be a tyre for every application, hence 
compromise must enter into the picture. The possible 
exception to this rule is in the case of vehicles—usually 
heavy dumpers—which are working in rock quarries and 
on similar types of hard surface: in these cases a heavy duty 
tyre with pronounced transverse bars can usually be 
specified with confidence.

Examination of Tyres for Tippers 


tyre sizes as original equipment, rarely offer optional types 
of tyre. Thus, the operator of a new vehicle either has to 
put up with what he has got or go to the expense of 
changing four, six, 10, 12 or even 14 tyres and wheels, 
excluding the spare, unless he can persuade the 
maker to fit suitable tyres. 

It would, perhaps, be as well to take a look at the 
problems likely to arise with the tyres of tipping vehicles. 
To begin with, the average 5-, 6- or 7-cu.-yd. tipper is likely 
to spend at least 75 per cent. of its working life on 
reasonably-surfaced hard roads, for which type of duty 
a normal road tread is, of course, the most suited. As soon 
as a vehicle so equipped leaves the road, however, these 
same tyres will then be expected to cope with wet grass, 
sand, mud, slippery clay, rocks and, quite often, such 
carcase-destroying materials as broken bottles, sharp flints, 
metallic refuse and so forth. 

The tyres’ reactions to such hazards will vary according 
to whether the vehicle is laden or unladen, according to 
the skill of the driver and even according to the weather. 
This combination of differing conditions therefore—each 
of which ideally would probably need a different type of 
tyre—gives ample evidence why even the largest of tyre 
manufacturers cannot produce a cover for every application. 

To return to our “ average” tipper. Its tyres will prob- 
ably have to provide floatation to reduce the possibility 
of sinkage when the hard bottom is more than a few 
inches below the ground surface; traction (grip) under all 
conditions; maximum resistance to cuts and impacts; mini- 
mum rolling resistance; and maximum life. At the same time 
the front tyres must give directional stability both on and 
off the road for the minimum amount of steering effort, 
also floatation on soft ground. Some problem 

Fortunately certain types of tyre recently have come 
on to the market which offer the promise of coping with 
the majority of the widely differing conditions mentioned 
previously, but it is nevertheless clear that what is going 
to be gained on some of the off-the-road swings is going 
to be lost on the on-the-road roundabouts, or vice-versa. 


chassis 
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For example, a cross-country tyre of a pattern similar 
to that used on military vehicles tends to pound itself 
to death on a hard surface, in addition to usually giving 
heavy steering characteristics. 

This particular little problem, however, has largely been 
overcome by developing tyres with pronounced transverse 
bars but combining a circumferential central rib to give 
continuous contact on hard surfaces and so avoid irregular 
tread wear. It is this type of tyre, and the various tyre 
manufacturers’ different variations of the theme, which 
most closely approaches an all-purpose tipper tyre. 

Not only does this type have a tread which will give 
good traction under most off-the-road conditions with an 
acceptable rate of wear on the road, but the carcass con- 
struction is such as to withstand cuts and impacts. Even 
so, the question of cord material still has to be resolved. 


Rayon in the Majority 

The majority of tyres made in this country have rayon 
cords, and recent developments with this synthetic material 
have, without doubt, conferred upon it characteristics 
which make it an obvious choice for normal tyre construc- 
tion. Rayon can withstand a fair amount of heat whilst 
it is also a stable material, so is unlikely to set up internal 
stresses in the tyre carcass. 

One of the largest tyre manufacturers in this 
country, whilst producing nylon- and steel-cord 
tyres also, feels that the case for the continued 
use of rayon is very strong, and this manu- 
facturer, in common with certain others, feels 
that there is no need to adopt in great quantities 
more expensive nylon-cord designs. 

The case for nylon is strong, however, and 
“strong” is the operative word, for it is the 
strength of nylon which makes it an attractive 
material for heavy-duty tyres. Nylon cords, 
whilst being flexible, are claimed to be able to 
withstand higher shock loadings than cords of 
alternative materials, therefore they are better 
able to withstand the rough treatment liable to 
be experienced on tipping work. 

Equally important in this context, however. 
is the fact that nylon is rot-proof. Therefore, 
if a casing is penetrated so that water can reach 
the plies, the basic strength of the tyre is 
unaffected, although this still does not absolve 
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the operator from the need to repair the tyre as soon as 
possiodie 

The better-known advantages of steel, particularly when 
used in radial-ply casing construction, include increased 
life, reduced rolling resistance, and generally improved grip 
compared with textile tyres, but by themselves these are 
advantages which do not offer any special appeal to the 
tipper man. The stabilized tread of such radial-ply steel- 
cord tyres resists distortion, and this, combined with the 
flexible casing, gives good floatation—a most important 
property on tipper operation 

Steel apostles, furthermore, claim that this floatation is in 
many cases more important than the type of tread, pro 
vided the carcass is robust enough to withstand cuts and 
impacts. In sOme cases the operating efficiency of an 
off-the-road vehicle has been improved by removing textile- 
plied tyres with cross-country-type treads and replacing 
them with radial-ply equipment with tread patterns little 
different from those of conventional 'on-the-road tyres. 
Certainly, such a road tyre gives better traction off the road 
than an equivalent textile job. 

Adequate floatation seems to be the key to efficient 
overall operation in the majority of cases, and sometimes 
this can only be obtained by employing a normal-sized

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the fundamental factor with regard to flotation rather than 
tread width. 

A tyre with heavy transverse bars is often looked upon 
as being the ideal off-the-road tyre, but such a tread pattern, 
whilst undoubtedly satisfactory on slippery surfaces where 
the hard bottom is only a few inches below the top, on soft 
ground (when the hard base is likely to be more than | ft. 
below the surface) can spin, dig in and thereby cause deep 
rutting. 

In this respect also the importance of the equipment 
an the front wheels must not be overlooked. Here the 
position is that, broadly speaking, the tyre must be large 
enough for the load, and the larger the tyre the smaller 
the bow wave, and hence tractive resistance is reduced. 
To further this aim, and to promote directional stability, 
a tyre with circumferential rather than transverse bars is 
to be preferred. The exception here is the vehicle with 
front-wheel-drive also, in which case front and rear equip- 
ment must be alike, and tractive resistance is reduced if 
single rear wheels are fitted, provided the front and rear 
wheels track with each other. 

This question of single or twin rear tyres is another 
controversial point. Some operators have found that 
traction has been improved by using single rears, partly 
because larger tyres are needed, whilst singles have the 
added advantage over twins in that bricks and rocks cannot 
become jammed—as frequently occurs with twins—and 
reduced deposits of mud are left on the road when leaving 
the site. Because larger tyres have to be used, however, 
the front tyres also may have to be changed, otherwise the 
tipper will be “ nose down ™ and inter-axle load distribution 
may be wrong. 

Summing up a confusing picture as well as possible, 
therefore, it is seen that conventional road-tread types of 
tyre are at a disadvantage for off-the-road work, although 
radial-ply tyres appear to work satisfactorily: for general 
off-the-road work driving wheels require a heavy tread 
with either moderate cross bars or pronounced shoulder

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lugs, whilst front wheels need a basically circumferentially 
ribbed pattern: rock work demands pronounced transverse 
bars: and liability to cuts and impacts suggests a nylon- 
construction tyre. Heavy bars are a disadvantage on mud, 
but not on wet sand whilst, on larger vehicles, single rears 
can be expected to show up better than twins. 


Having eventually picked the most suitable type of tyre, 
it is throwing money down the drain to neglect it. If 
possible daily external inspections should be carried out to 
check for cuts, large objects wedged between twinned rears, 
and small stones jammed in the treads. The condition of 
the wheels themselves should also be looked at, as must 
the valves, and when refitting tyres it is importani that the 
beads should be rust-free and treated with an anti-rust 
paint. 

Pressures are most important and rarely is there just 
cause for the tyres to be operated at a lower pressure than 
those recommended by the tyre manufacturers for the 
appropriate loadings and conditions. A temporary reduction 
in pressure can sometimes increase traction sufficiently to 
enable a bogged-in vehicle to extract itself under its own 
steam, but the danger here is that the vehicle is then likely 
te continue in opération without reinflation to the correct 
pressures. 


Suitability for remoulding forms an important aspect of 
overall tyre economy, and in this respect again rival claims 
are made. On the one hand, nylon, because of its greater 
strength and resistance to fatigue, has a higher remould 
potential than its rayon counterpart. Steel, on the other 
hand, has rebuilding advantages which can provide the 
tyre with at least a second life. 


Experience tells, and the best tipper-tyre experts in the 
country are the conscientious operators of large tipper 
fleets. Even they, however, are rarely satisfied, and 
frequently co-operate with tyre manufacturers in assessing 
the value, under service conditions, of new designs. The 
tipper man is constantly in the mind of the tyre designer, 
besides not infrequently being a thorn in his side, but 
tough long-lived all-purpose tipper tyres are the goal 
towards which the tyre companies are always looking.

O YOU have taken delivery of 
your new tipper! Since it repre- 


sents a substantial investment, the 

questions of the most suitable wheel- 
base, make of chassis, number of axles, 
tyre equipment, angle and direction of 
tip, and body material have 
been settled. You have presumably 
had the expert advice of your body- 
builder and supplier on the subjects 
of the make of chassis and tip gear, 
and the body design most suitable for 
your work 

Or have you? It is not over-fulsome 
to state that the almost inexhaustible 
talents of the manufacturing industry 
can place at your disposal virtually any 
type of tipping vehicle. If, having 
taken delivery of a tipper, you still 
have doubts as to whether it has the 
right body, you have only yourself to 
blame for any bodywork troubles that 
come your way 

Ruining Standard Bodies 

One of the easiest ways of quickly 
ruining a standard tipper body is to 
expect it to stand up to all sorts of 
work and all sorts of loads. There is, 
of course, and always will be, a very 
large need for tippers fitted with stand- 
ard bodies—but the term standard does 
not necessarily imply “maid of all 
work.” 

Unless you are the type of tipper 
operator who buys his vehicles solely 
with an eye to initial cost and proceeds

to work them to death within six 
months or a year, yOu can save your- 
self a great deal of trouble and expense 
by going to the bodybuilder and sup- 
plier in the first place and asking for 
their advice on what type of body best 
suits your requirements, and the loads 
you want to carry 

A supplementary question that Is 
worth posing is this: “ Do you do all 
you can to ensure that the life of the 
body on your vehicle is prolonged for 
as long as it can be?” 

Tipping work is inevitably the most 
damaging task that a bodybuilder can 
be called upon to cater for. But in 
the end it is the treatment received 
after the vehicle has been delivered 
that really decides the length of body 
life. I would, therefore, like to draw 
your attention to this question of body 
life and mention a few points that 
might be worth bearing in mind in 
that respect

lated tippers are not infrequently used. 

This trend is obviously brought 
about by the desire to carry more and 
more payload on a vehicle—and the 
bigger the body gets, the more load 
Operators try to cram on to it. The 
result is frequently disastrous. 

I would repeat that tipping bodies 
are highly specialized pieces of equip- 
ment, and their builders are possibly 
more like engineers than bodybuilders 
Assuming, therefore, that you want 
some reasonable life from your vehicle, 
it seems silly not to take advantage of 
the specialist advice which will be only 
too willingly given if you seek it. 

A typical example of what can 
happen to standard all-steel bodies was 


Arthur Lee and Son, Panxworth, Norfolk, 
operate this 6-ton tipper based on a 
Bedford TK oil-engined chassis.

the experience of Mr. W. G. Eales, of 


W. G. Eales (Transport), Lid., 
Wellingborough, Northants. Carrying 
Opencast iron ore, he found he had to 
use standard bodies because of a low 
weight restriction on an unclassified 
access road. The ore was loaded from 
a dragline and often dropped into the 
body from some height. 
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The all-steel body soon bore a crop 
of dents in the floor between bearers, 
uprights were knocked out of line, 
tailboards became distorted and so in 
turn distorted side panels, chains of 
the drag itself caught on corner pillars. 

It is, incidentally, possible to avoid 
damage from drag chains catching on 
corner pillars. At least one co rpany 
wraps I4-in. by j4-in. flat strip 
round the bottom end of the post to 
the tail gate, thus allowing chains to 
slide past the right angle formed by 
body floor and corner post 

Subsequently, Mr. Eales called in a 
body specialist, and a scow-ended steel- 
body with sandwich floor was evolved 
The cross bearers were closed up, then 
a solid timber floor was laid, and over 
this an “armoured ~ steel floor was 
fixed. The result was an immensely 

strong body capable 
of absorbing, through 
the timber, some of 
the impact. The proto 
type body, incident- 
ally outlived three 
chassis!

small stone on the floor of the body 
before the main load comes aboard 
This layer helps to absorb the impact 
of the big stuff. 

Abrasive loads, such as coke breeze, 
cause abnormal wear to the body floor, 
and this can be retarded by fitting 
heavier gauge plate, at least at the rear 
of the floor. Sometimes alloy bodies 
suffer wear from loads and 
eventually the heads of retaining bolts 
are found to be standing proud where 
the alloy has been scraped away. 
However, operators to whom this has 
happened are not unknown to have 
remarked that, notwithstanding, the 
alloy body was still a good investment. 

Quite common on muddy sites is for 
the driver of a bogged-down tipper to 
get a bulldozer to push him out. At 
the same time the “ dozer” pushes the 
tailboard in and bows the body sides 
out. Driver education is the answer 
here (as it is in so many instances). It 
is the answer, too, in those cases where 
bodies are damaged because the 
vehicle is driven with them in the

A warning device in 
the cab will stop this type of damage 
Sticky loads can be tipped better by 
utilizing a scooped body and a high 
angle of lift. But beware that tail 
board! Make sure the hinge points 
are high enough to avoid fouling 
Some loads, such as hot coke, have 
a high acid content and corrode a steel 
body. The answer to this problem is, 
again, a talk with the bodybuilder 
before the order is placed.

Operating Costs for an Eight-Wheeled 
Tanker, a 5-cu.-yd. Tipper, and a 13-litre 
Staff Car 


NORTHERN operator asks for advice on quoting for the 

carriage of traffic in bulk. He has under consideration the 

possibility of tendering a weekly or monthly rental charge 
plus a mileage charge. There would be a minimum contract 
of 18 months duration, after which the customer would have 
the option of either renewing the contract or purchasing the 
vehicle outright at an agreed valuation. The contractor would 
supply the driver and be responsible for all costs. 

The vehicle considered to be suitable for this particular job 
would cost £6,400 and be based on an eight-wheeled rigid chassis 
giving a payload of about 15 tons. The mileage for a single 
journey would be 175 and, as three return trips a week are 
contemplated, an average weekly mileage of just over 1,000 is to 
be expected 

The operator estimates that the unladen weight of the vehicle 
he has in mind would be just under 7 tons 10 cwt., although 
this may be an under-estimation of the more elaborately 
equipped types of bulk delivery vehicle of this size. The annual 
licence duty for a goods vehicle with an unladen weight over 
74 tons and up to 74 tons would be £120, the equivalent of 
£2 8s. a week. This is based on a 50-week year to allow for 
two weeks when the vehicle may be off the road for major repair 
or driver’s holidays The reader states that the driver’s wages 
will amount to a total of £13 a week 

Rent and rates in respect of garaging the vehicle 
reckoned to add 13s. 4d. a week to the standing cost. The 
annual insurance premium for a vehicle costing £6.400 and 
operating under A licence will be necessarily high and, allowing 
for the recent substantial increase in commercial vehicle insur- 
ance premiums, will be reckoned to cost the equivalent of 
£4 8s. a week. Interest charged at a nominal rate of 3 per cent 
will also be high and amount to £3 16s. 9d. This gives a total 
for these five items of standing costs of £24 6s. Id. per week 

The rate of fuel consumption will be reckoned to average 
9 m.p.g. With fuel oil purchased in bulk at 3s. 103d. a gallon, 
the resulting fuel cost per mile will be 5.19d. Assuming that 
throughout the year an average weekly mileage of 1,000 is 
maintained, the fuel cost per week will amount to £21 12s. 6d 
Lubricants are calculated to cost £1 3s 4d. per week and tyres 
£12 10s. This is based on a tyre cost per mile of 3.00d 

Maintenance would normally be reckoned to cost 
£12 10s. 10d. but on account of additional equipment with which 
this bulk vehicle will be fitted, some addition must be made to 
this assessment. This will be normally reckoned here to cost 
£1 Ss. Id., ie. 10 per cent., giving a total maintenance cost per 
week, when averaging 1,000 miles, of £13 15s. Il1d

be substantial. In order to obtain the balance to be written 
off the equivalent cost of the original set of tyres is first deducted 
from the price of the vehicle with a further deduction to allow 
for the ultimate residual value. The resulting depreciation cost 
per mile then becomes 6.31d., or £26 Ss. 10d. per week. The 
total running cost per week is therefore £75 7s. 7d. and the total 
operating cost £99 13s. 8d. per week when averaging 1,000 miles 

This latter amount, of course, is solely the cost to the con 
tractor in respect of operating this particular vehicle. No 
allowance has so far been made for overhead or establishment 
costs which under normal circumstances, i.e. general haulage, 
reckoned to add at least 20 per cent. to the 
operating cost. However, where a vehicle is working exclusively 
under contract to one customer, overhead costs incurred by 
the contractor may be substantially reduced. But the extent 
to which this would apply could be determined only by indi- 
vidual contractors relative to the particular circumstances 
Some overhead costs will however remain, and it should not 
be overlooked that in the case of short- or medium-termed 
contracts some provision has to be made in advance to provide 
fresh traffic when the first contract comes to an end. This must 
inevitably incur expenditure by the contractor 

Regarding profit margin, an addition of 20 per cent. is again 
common practice but in this instance two special factors have 
to be considered. If there is an assurance of regular employ- 
ment over a long period then a lower percentage may be 
acceptable.

The relevant section is contained in Group 27.
